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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to the communication filed 7/22/02 as Paper No. 10. 
Claims 1-31 are pending in the application. Claims 32-47 have been cancelled. Claims 1-31 are 
allowed for the reasons below. 



Reasons for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are drawn to a method for expanding/obtaining TcRy8+ T-cells using a two- 
step culturing method wherein the first step comprises culturing the cells in a first medium 
comprising (a) a T cell mitogen, (b) interleukin-2 and (c) interleukin-4; and wherein the second 
step comprises culturing the cells obtained in step 1 in a culture medium comprising (i) 
interleukin-2 and (ii) interleukin-4 to expand TcRy5+ T-cells, wherein the second culture 
medium does not contain a T-cell mitogen. The prior art does not anticipate or make obvious the 
two-step culturing method claimed because there is no indication that culturing the cells in the 
second medium (without the T-cell mitogen) would result in the expansion of TcRy5+ T-cells.
